The name dates only from the fifth 


century, A. D., when Orosius used It, 
evidently ns a novelty. The Komnn 
empire knew no Asia minor; indeed, 
the Roman province of "Asia" was 
actually smaller than this Lesser Asln. 
The alternative name Anatolia (laud 
of the sunrise or East), which has 
found fnvor with the Turks, is equally- 
Indeterminate. 


"The 
Levant," which means the 


same thing as "Anatolia"—region of 
the rising sun—is even vaguer in its 
geographical scope. 
It includes Con- 


stantinople aud everything anywhere 
near the eastern Mediterranean. 


Few geographical names have In 


curred more unfavorable association. 
"Levantine" morals, particularly in 
the matter of honesty, are n byword, 
as might be expected from such a 
jumble of people. Our words "levan- 
ter" and "to levant." on the other hand, 
testify to the fnct that dishonesty is 
not unknown even In the West. They 
originate from the disappearance of 
men who could not pay their gambling 
or other debts, and were reported to 
have gone to the East.—American Car 
pet and Upholstery Journal.

Ihe consolidation of the Sun and 
ress in 
New York 
obviously pro- 
vides a text for any writer interested 
in the general success of the business 
of newspaper publishing in the Unit- 
ed .btates. It is a move in the right 
direction, and there is room for the 
condemnation not only in New York 
but throughout 
the country. 
There 
are superfluous newspapers in almost 
every town of any size and the ten- 
dency to eliminate those which are 
unprofitable is being felt more strong- 
ly than ever before, now that white 
paper and all other costs are advanc- 
ing so much more rapidly than it is 
possible to increase newspaper reve- 
nues from circulation and advertising I 
The superfluous pap.ers are those, 
which naturally have the most diffi- 
culty 
in 
increasing 
receipts 
from 
either of these sources. 
The adver- 
tising and reading public have in these 
instances, shown by their lack of pa- 
tronage that they do not want these 
newspapers at the old price, and under 
these conditions it is, of course, fu- 
tilc to attempt to raise advertising 
rates or subscription prices. 
Party Issues Dormant. 
If the newspaper business was gov- 
erned by business requirements and 
conditions most of these would have 
been eliminated long ago, but politics 
and personal 
ambitions 
of various 


kinds ha^e 
in most instances, fur- 
nished 
motives 
for keeping 
them 
alive. Now that there are no party 
political differences to amount to any- 
thing, partisanship is practically elim- 
inated as a reason for keeping a mori- 
bund newspaper above ground. 


A notable instance of the value of 
elimination was the consolidation of 
the Detroit Morning and Sunday Tri- 
bune with the News. 
In this case, 
neither paper was in any sense a poli- 
tical organ, but both were run stricllv 
m the interest of the community. " 


Mobile Papers Join. 
In Mobile, the 
Morning Register 
and the 
Evening Item have joined 
forces mechanically, with a 
partial 
joint ownership, to the great advant- 
age of both properties, a large amount 
of overhead 
and manufacturing ex- 
pense having been eliminated, with a 
consequent increase in service to the 
public and in profit to the newspapers 


In other towns consolidations have 
been made which have in every case 
so far as I know, been to the advant- 
age of both the town and the news- 
paper. 


The 
number 
of 
one-newspaper 
towns is increasing. For years the 
classic exampln was 
Oshkosh Wis 


where the Northwestern has always 
been a larger 
institution

FREAK WAGERS ON RECORD 


Offer Proof That Men With Gambling 


Instincts Will Bet on Anything 


Under the Sun. 


In the "good old days" extraordin- 


ary wagers were more common than 
they are today. In 1G70, for instance, 
London Answers says, 
Lord Dlgby 


staked ±r>0 that he would walk five 
miles round Newmarket Heath in a 
certain 
time, barefooted and stark 


naked, and hud the misfortune of los- 
ing by tin: narrow margin of half a. , 
minute, the king and. uli the court bo- ' 
ing witnesses of the performance!

In the latter half of the eighteenth i 


century a Liverpool scientist bet a 
brother scientist that he would read a 
newspaper by the light of a farthing 
dip at u distauce of 30 feet. 
The 


wuger was cheerfully accepted. 
The 


first scientist merely coated the Inside 
of a shallow wooden box with sloping 
pieces of looking glass, so as to fonT 
a concave lens, placed it' behind the 
farthing dip, and easily read the small 
print at the distance named. The win- 
ning of the wager was witnessed by a 
Liverpool dockmaster, who ultimately 
applied the idea to lighthouse re- 
quirements and evolved the modern 
reflected light.

But if no outward record is kept, the 
Society of Friends has remarkably 
complete records of their own doings 
and tlieir registers of births, marriages 
and deaths are among the most com- 
plete in existence. 
Friends, indeed 


are great on pedigrees, and they are 
as proud of old Quaker blood as other 
people are of more aristocratic descent

seriousness of this question makes us 
feel that the general haphazard occu- 
pation of housewife requires the nost 
Intelligent .attention of every woiaari 
who takes it up. 


"It Is only recently that women have 


begun to realize thnt housekeeping is 
a profession requiring their best in- 
telligence, and that it can and should ! 
be standardized. For yours the kitchen 
has been relegated to the basement 
or to the darkest corner of the apart- 
ment, and the whole question of buy- 
ing and cooking the family rations has 
been dismissed as speedily as possible 
by tho average housekeeper.
